SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
orSub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within ‘nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3 per acre, Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in aed vi ee aoare frm Mavsp of 

omeatead ent; including ne re- 
quired to earinoanea patent) and 50 
acres extra ciftivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough,-ecrubby or stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent.

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KING GEORGE AS FARMER. 
file Majesty Had Thirty-Five Entrice 
In Smithfield Show. 

The crowned heads of Britain, for 
many years, have recognised the fact 
that agriculture is the baste of a coun- 
try’s prosperity, 

For several years past many of the 
big prizes at the Smithfield Show, 
London, have been awarded to the 
farmer sovereign, whose exhibits are 
always a feature of the show. 

Even as far back as 1800, King 
George III. was an exhibitor at the 
great show, but failed to secure a 
prize. Six years later, the Duke of 
York was successful. Queen Victoria 
won many trophies, being awarded 
the Champion Cup for the best beast 
fn the show in 1883, 1889, 1890, 
1896, and 1899, and !t may be inci- 
dentally mentioned, that by her com- 
mand no exhibit that has not been 
bred on one of the royal farms has 
been exhibited by the sovereign, since 
the year 1890. 

King Edward won the champion- 
ship of the cattle section in 1874, and 
the Cup for the best pen of sheep in 
1886; while our present King won 
the championship for pigs in 1895, 
and the Prince Consort a gold medal 
for pigs in 1859, 

Nor has the Smithfield Club lacked 
foyal support from other points of 
view, as King Edward was their pres- 
ident in 1876, 1888, and again at the 
Centennary Show in 1898; while 
H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh oecu- 
pied the position in 1887 and H.R.H. 
Prince Christian, who is a constant 
exhibitor, in 1893, 

At the recent show, Windsor, San- 
dringham and Balmoral were all re- 
presented, the royal entries totalling 
thirty-five. King George ipspected al) 
bis entries, and handled many of 
them, 

Perhaps the King chiefly differed 
from more specialist exhibitors, {n 
the particular interest ho took in the 
men who tended his stock. As he 
stroked the forehead of his beautiful 
shorthorn heifer he inquired of the 
herdsman how many years he had 
served at Windsor; and if ever o 
Scotsman rolled his ‘‘r's’’ it was tha! 
herdsman when he replied with ob- 
vious pride, ‘Nearly thirty years.’ 
But in those thirty years he had 
never seen Windsor so unrivalled. 

Someone propounded the theorr 
that the soi] of Windsor, which used 
to produce the best English oa} 
trees, must have similar properties in 
stock production. Out of twelve en 
tries from Windsor three special- 
breed cups won in Devons, Herefords, 
and Shorthorns—of which the fire!

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THE WARBLER FAMILY. 


fhere Are Thirty-Three Kinds Founé 

5 In Ontario. 

The Sylvicolidae, or Warblers, are 
&@ very wide family connection—em- 
bracing tn all thirty-three varieties 
of birds which honor Ontario with 
their prized presence, some, it is true, 
(n such very limited numbers as to be 
comparative rarities, says C. M. C. in 
Toronto Star Weekly. ‘There is a pre- 
vailing etrain of brilliant coloring 
tunning through them; their beauty, 
tndeed, {s more a prominent feature, 
as usual, than any proficiency in a 
melodic sense. In fact, a college pro- 
fessor, hard pu: for a joke, well 
might state the breed to be so-called, 
because they do not “warble.” The 
blue yellow-backed warblers utter 
but a soft, drawn-out twitter; the 
mourning warbler nothing further 
than a low, pensive, simple “twit’— 
their only songs. The Blackburnian 
variety — the most beautiful of the 
whole family — breeds in Northern 
Ontario, so that, except on its passage 
north and south, we see tco little of 
it; unless in too great a haste it is 
{ts habit to stop off for a week or s0 
each October's end. 

Speaking generally, the warblers 
may be said to nest on low bushes, 
although a few, like the Pine-crecp- 
ing and Golcen-crowned thrush spe- 
cies, resort to ground-nesting to rear 
their brood. Their little cousins— 
sometimes known as the Canadian 
Fly-catchers (Mylodioctes Canaden- 
ais) — utililiza both situations indif- 
fezently. The Yel.cw warblers — so 
commonly observed about civilized 
haunts and prized for their agsiduity 
{n ridding the fruit trees of small in- 
sects—have a peculiarity of not be- 
ing able to forego building in a wil- 
low or a maple, if they can find one 
situated adjacent fo an orchard. The 
entire Warbler family bas the dis- 
tinction — also value — of feeding 
alone upon insects. 

After the Yellow Warbler -—- whose 
oame suffictently describes him—the 
ecmmonest of the warblers are, per- 
baps, tho Red-start, the Golden- 
Crowned Thrush, and the Water 
Thrush or Wagtail. The first is five 
and a quarter inches long; lack, if 
one {s asked to describe him; but the 
white breast and the ruddy orange 
tint of the sides of the breast and 
base of the quills and tail make him 
one of the prettiest birds of our 
woods. The last-naned is olive: 
brown above, of a prevailing sulphur- 
yellow below, and is general): to be 
found near a stream or pond, wading 
{n the shallows, diligently ‘‘wagging”’ 
his tatl with the relish his feed of 
aquatic insects imparts. 

From his appearance the Water- 
thrueb has been sometimes confused 
with the Golden-crowned Thrush, but 
the latter never nests or feeds near 
the swamps and moist ground. Above 
he is olive-green with a tinge of yel- 
low; hig crown has two streaks of 
black enclosing a broad orange stripe, 
beneath, his plumage !s white, while 
uis breast and sides are sooty black— 
also a truly beautiful summer resi- 
dent, one can see. If zhe can, this 
pretty creature prefers a pine-wood 
for the scene of her nuptiels, Sun- 
pose the five young ‘o have saf y 
chipped themselves out from the 
creamy-white exzgs tlat you knew 
were hatching, alt“ 7h not wishful 
to disturb. The ground-nesters have 
so many enemies that t seems a won- 
der their kind does not become ex- 
tinct—till you remember how mother 
Qature, with an eye to that very 
chance, gives for each of such birds 
the right hues of plumage to protect 
{t, as well as by directing its instinc:s 
so that those dang © may be mini- 
mized, 

What the golden-crowned thrush 
mostly hunts for is a nesting site on a 
knoll, irrespective of direction, where 
she can cunnirgly thatch her nest 
with ths needles, so like the ground 
around. Which explains why she is 
far better known to most neople as 
the ‘‘oven-bird’'—Seijurus aurocapil- 
lus.

MARVELLOUS LONDON. — FOLLOWS SIMPLE LIFE 


EMPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH 18 & 
LONELY OLD MAN. 


Head of the House of Hapsburg Dee 
tives His Throne From a German 
Baron Who by an Act of Kind- 
ness Earned an Empire—Austria- 
Hungary Is Biggest Country Ie 
Europe Except Russia, 


The Emperor of Austria-Hungary, 
who {is often spoken of as the most 
lonely monarch in Europe, is a fatn- 
ous shot and is descended from a race 
of keen sportsmen. It was, in fact, 
on a bunting expedition that the first 
Hapsburg to come into prominence 
met with an adventure which helped 
him to the crown of what was then 
“the Holy Roman Empire of German 
Nationality.” 

Rudolf von Hapebure was a simple 
German baron who led a quiet life in 
his castle, Hapsburg, among the Alps, 
and did not concern himself with the 
troubles which rent the empire into 
warring factions. He was riding home 
one night after a day's hunting when 
be came to a swollen mountain ‘tor- 
rent. The tinkling of a little beil om 
the further bank attracted his atten- 
He saw a priest and an accome 
panying acolyte carrying the vioticum 
of some dying sinner, and their way 
was barred by the stream. 

Rudolf von Hapsburg set the pries@ 
upon his horse and not only helped 
bim safely across, but escorted him 
cap in hand, meekly and on foot, te 
his destination. The recital of this 
graceful act to the German princes 
assembled for the election of an eme 
peror is said to have induced them 
to vote in favor of Rudolf von Haps- 
burg. At any rate, Rudolf was crown- 
ed emperor and managed a very difi- 
cult empire with considerable skill. 

The empire of Kaiser Frans Josef 
is, greater, in extent than any other 
European aetate, save Russia, and

It 
hae gradually been added to. But 
oti33 retains ite original simple char 
acter. Every room looks as if it were 
lived in. The imperial owner's living 
apartments are as simple as, or cven 
simpler than, the other rooms. He 
sleeps on a small camp bedstead. 

Francis Joseph's daily life is in 
perfect harmony with these plain sur- 
roundings. He rises between 4 and 6 
every morning, and after a cup of cof- 
fee and roll, without even butter, 
goes straight to his desk and begins 
the work of the day. Although far 
away from the seat of government 
be cannot escape the affairs of state, 

Usually the emperor works stcadily 
until about eight o'clock, when he 
goes for a quiet stroll in the forest 
for an hour of so. Then he returns 
¢o bis desk and bas a sort of light 
preliminary lunch, a chop or cutlet,

Dairy Produce and Stock

for the home market. Though wieat 
absorbs the attention of the farmi:g 
community, the urban populaticn talk:

and farmers are beginning to fee! the 
influence in that direction. Farm:r- 
can make mcney more easily out of 
wheat, but the time is oas‘ening wier

—to turn part of their vast ares i 
mixed farming. It is ot so eary nov 
as it used to be to find a farmer wh 
has neither a cow or a hen, but tte 
name is etil] legion. Many farméi 
in Indian Head d'strict buy ther hut 
ter, the local supply being scarvc ; 
tufficient for the town. Wolereley :: 
foing its best to increase the su;pl) 
of dairy products in that district. On 
farmer in that secticn works only 107 
acres, but it is said he is making more 
money out of mixed farming tha: 
many of the farmers’ ..o are workin; 
half-sections. Grenfel, like numerou 
other towns, usos a huge quantity cf 
tondensed milk. One merchant esti- 
mates his sale last year at 12,000 
quarts. 

Established Creameries 

A creamery recently established at 
Elkhorne has increased the price of 
cattle, thus mized farming in that 
district has received an impetus. Vir. 
den is just tiarting a creamery. Far 
mers in Broadview section are taking 
up the hog industry. Sintaluta {s en 
couraging mixed farming. Qu'Appelle 
has a creamery which found a ready 
market in the West. Eyebrow ucez 
condensed m!k, and the loca! butcher 
imports his cattle. Outlook imports 
its meat, butter, eggs and miik, us 
there is practically no supply locally

year and his returns were so great 
that he laughed at his neighbors who 
grew wheat. A farmer south of Her- 
bert brought into town last year a 
turnip weighing 28% pounds. Mixed 
farming has gone far enough to supply 
the local demand the year round for 
eggs, milk, and butter. Instances
